at Headquarters, 


Fiercest Fighting of the Cam- 
paign, Kebels Desperate Be- 
tween Sea and Land Attacks. 


Manila, June 13—Reliable informa- 


tion has been received of the assassina- 
tion of General Luna 
and 
his aid, 


Lieutenant Pasco Ramon, June S, by 
Agumaldo-'s guard at headquarters. 
They went to headquarters to confer 
•with Aguinaldo and got into an al- 
tercation with the guard. 
One drew 


revolvers and the guard killed them 
with bayonets. 


Fierce Flglhtiiiff Today. 


Manila, ,June 13—The fighting at Las 


Pmas was continued hotly today. Gen. 
La-n ton's 3000 were called and only 
succeeded in pushing the 
insurgents 


500 yards to the river where they are en- 
trenched. The insurgents are desperate 
and aggressive. 
They attempted to 


turn the left flank of the Americans. 
The American loss is 60 and the battle 
still continues. 


Tlie Liveliest Engagement. 


General Lawton unexpectedly stirred 


up on one of the liveliest engagements 
of the war south of Las Pinas this 
morning when the American field guns 
engaged with the first artillery in an 
attack on a Filipino battery concealed 
in the jungle. Company F and I of 
the Twenty-first infantry were nearly 
surrounded by a large body of insur- 
gents and cut their way out , with 
heavy loss. Gunboats were trained on 
the batteries on Dakoor all the morn- 


ing. 
The place was once on fire. Dur- 


ing the night the insurgents' cannon 
fired thrice at the, Americans outskirts 
at Las Pinas. This morning General 
Lawton took a battalion of the Four- 
teenth, and two companies 
of the 


Twenty-first regiment 
to locate'the 


rebel battery. Then two guns of'the 
Sixth artillery and four mountain guns 
were planted against it at 600 yards. 
The rebels had a large gun firing home- 
made canister, loaded with nails. 


Extensive Bombardment. 


At daylight the rebels dropped shells 


into the navy yard with slight dam- 
age. The gunboats proceeded to dis- 
mount their guns. 
The rebels also 


fired along the beach to Dakoor and 
after silencing the first gun, a big 
smooth-bore, bombarded their posi- 
tion. The rebels vigorously replied. 
All the gunboats are firing, the rebels 
keeping up an incessant firing of all 
arms. 
Sfven warships were concen- 


trated at a point north of Dakoor where 
the rebels were massed and the upper 
bay had the appearance of a big naval 
battle. 
The rebels were 
forced 
to 


abandon the guns, after holding the 
position four hours, only to be con- 
fronted by General Lawton on the 
land in their rear where there is heavy 
fighting. Beyond the destruction of 
buildings on the waterfront the eff«ct 
of the bombardment is unknown,

Christian! was tried before the cor- 


rectional police court The judges de- 
liberated 35 minutes. According to the 
penal code he was liable to from two to 
four years imprisonment 
There were 


general exclamations of surprise when 
the sentence of four years was imposed. 
Christiani was unmoved. 


To Return War Ships 


San Francisco, June 13.—An authentic 


story comes from Japan to the effect 
that all the men of war captured from 
the Chinese in the late war are to be re- 
turned to them as part of the policy of 
Japan to protect her neighbor from the 
inroads of powers. The only require- 
ment made is that China invest so 
many millions as the ships are worth 
in new war vessels, to be built under 
Japanese directions. 


Picquart Exonerated 


Paris, June 13.—The chamber of in- 


dictments has decided there is no case 
against Colonel Picquart for forgery in 
the Dreyfus case. The judgment of the 
court thus exonerates Picquart, who 
is released from prison after a year's 
confinmeent. 


English Cabinet Meets 


London, June 13.—Special importance 


is attached to the cabinet meeting this 
morning. It lasted two hours. It is be- 
lieved the cabinet determined upon the 
policy towards the Transvaal. 


Trespassers Ifl" iTCuurei'"-- 


Afarlboro, Mass., June 13.—Dennis F. 


Selley of th*s city, with three compan- 
ions, were fishing at Howe's pond in 
West Sudbury yesterday, Kelley and 
William Shine be'tfg on one side of the 
pond while the two other m«n were on 
the opposite side. Constable Ellems 
came upon them suddenly and Kelley and 
Shine started to run, but the latter was 
captured and handcuffed. Kelley claims 
that Constable Ellems fired five shots, 
two taking effect. Kelley walked to this 
city and placed himself in the hands of 
a surgeon, wfio wag unable to remove 
the toullets. Constable Ellems says the 
men were trespassing on the property of 
Mr. Howe, and that they were told by the 
owner of the property to leave the prem- 
ises, but they refused. Kelley claims he 
had not been warned to leave the prop- 
erty. 


Crops Almost Ruined. 


North Eastham, Mass., June 13.—The 


severest drought known for years on 
Cape Cod is now prevailing, no rain of 
any account having fallen for 83 days. 
Farmers predict that the hay crop will 
fall short by more than one-half of 
previous years, and should it rain now 
in abundance it could not revive the 
stunted growth. 
Owing to the scarcity 


of moisture, farmers are obliged to 
replant field crops, and all gardens are 
backward and being replanted. Such 
of the hundreds of acres of asparagus 
as has been harvested is weak and un- 
even, and much is not marketable at 
all. 
The devastating forest fires in this 


section are direct results of the drought. 


Christian Scientists Not Recognized. 


Manchester, N. H., June 13.—The fact 


that the Manchester board of health does 
not recognize the authority of Christian 
Scientists to fill out death certificates as 
attending physicians was demonstrated 
yesterday. A death return was brought 
In yesterday toy an undertaker for the 
body of Ruth C. Marsh, who died Sun- 
day. The return was signed by Mrs. M. 
F. Berry, Christian Scientist, who staftd 
cerebro spinal meningitis to be the 
cause of death. The board refused to 
recognize her as authority in the matter, 
and the case was turned over to Coroner 
Lord. He and Dr. Flanders made an 
examination of the child's body and re- 
ported that Mrs. Berry's statement of 
the cause of death was correct. 


Warjes Advanced. 


Boston, June 13.—The wages of all em- 


ployes of 155 ciigar manufacturers in. this 
city and vicinity were yesterday ad- 
vanced from 60 cents to $2 per thousand. 
The advance is the result of a revised- 
bill of price* drawn up by the union, 
backed by the International unions In 
addition to the advance there are some 
other changes beneficial to the men. 


Held In $500 For Murder. 


Bridgeport, Conn*, June 13.—Peter 


Graham, the IB-year-old boy charged 
with the murder of Louis Stalman, a 
Hebrew peddler. May 31, was held on the 
charge of manslaughter for the Septem- 
ber term oC the superior court by Judge 
Carroll of the city court, and he fixed the 
bonds at $500. 


AWFUL 


HAVOC. 


TOWNS WIPED OUT, 


Hundreds Killed aiuf Thousands In- 


jured. Damage to Property Enor- 


mous. Buildings Crushed Like 


Egg Shells. Terrible Result 


«f Frightful Storms. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 12—Scores were 


killed and it may reach thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars worth 


of property damaged by a cyclone 
sweeping across the Mississippi valley 
last night, practically annihilating the 
village o£ New Richmond. There was 
great loss in Hudson, "Wis., and Has- 
tings, Minn. It is impossible to tell the 
total loss of life. 
Communication is 


only had by roundabout way. 


New Hichmond, a town of 2,000 people 


was razed and soon in flames. It was 
crowded by people from the country to 
witness a circus. Many persons were 
caught in the debris and surely per- 
ished in the flames. The latest esti- 
mate of loss of life in New Richmond 
is 250, some say 500. All the crops and 
trees were destroyed. 
The streams 


were swollen to torrents. Every place 
where buildings stood is now a pit of 
death. 


The track of the storm is half a mile 


wide. The damage to railroads, tele- 
graph and telephone lines and crops is 
widespread. 


Next to Richmond the most severe 


damage was to Hudson, "Wis., and La- 
crosse, Wis. At Hudson there was a 
regular tornado and cloudburst. It 
was the worst storm in 70 years. Five 
inches of rain fell .The river rose so 
rapidly that 400 people in the lower 
portion of the town were driven from 
their homes. One hundred head of live- 
stock was drowned. Every bridge in 
the Lacrosse valley is gone. All the 
towns of the valley suffered greatly. 
Many were injured in each town. 


The storm struck the town, full in the 


center. 
The largest 
brick 
blocks 


crumbled like eggshells. The houses 
were carried blocks away. Five hun- 
dred buildings, the finest in the town, 
were demolished. The .only structures 
of note left standing are the Catholic 
and Baptist churches. Not a residence 
is left untouched. The day had been 
close and muggy and threatened rain. 
At 5:50 o'clock heavy dun-colored clouds 
gathered and grew denser and darker 
causing great alarm. One moment the 
wind was /, whisper, the next the storm 
burst with terrible force. 


A reporter has returned fnom New 


Richmond. He places the dead at 200 
and the Injured over 1000. The town 
is almost destroyed. Of the whole pop- 
ulation only a few are unhurt 


' Minneapolis, June 13.—One ot tne most 
terrific tornadoes ever witnessed passed 
through portions of Minnesota and Wis- 
consin yesterday.l> It seemed to follow 
the lake, but abput two miles south of 
Hudson it veered to the east and left 
the lake'and crossed the country. The 
storm passed on to the northeast, de- 
stroying everything in its wake, and 
was followed by rain In torrents and 
terrible lightning. 


From neighboring cities and along the 


lines of railroads comes news of rivers 
overflowing their banks, towns under 
watgr. dangerous washouts, great loss 
of life, bridges can-led away and general 
devastation. 


The storm developed into a veritable 


tornado in some sections, unroofing 
houses, overthrowing steeples and caus- 
ing large loss of life. It has been, diffi- 
cult toi verify the stories of death owing 
to the wires being down. It is said that 
the towns of Hastings and Hudson and 
New Richmond, Wis., have been swept 
by a fearful wind, working 
dreadful 


havoc on all sides. The reports from 
these places have been of a conflicting 
character. 
i . 


The telegraph operators at Burkhardt 


station, which is near New Richmond, 
report that fliat section of Wisconsin had 
been at the mercy of a tornado that de- 
veloped unexpectedly and levelled every- 
thing in its path; great trees were up- 
rooted, cattle klUed and the loss of life 
in New Richmond alone was reported as 
being 250. 
This latter statement cannot 


be verified, as the wires are either down 
or working badly. It is known that there 
has been large loss of life, but that the 
figures will reach the appalling numnber 
of 250 seems too frightful to be believed. 
There has been great loss financially en- 
tailed upon the farmers and small retail 
dealers and small property owners. It 
may amount into the millions. 


The etorm passed ov&r this city and 


Minneapolis without doing much damage 
other than' flooding cellars and in this 
way ruinirig valuable goods stored in 
them. It split just beyond the twin 
cities, the dangerous part going north. 
Th«. other portion bore to the southeast. 


At Lacrosse, Wis., it was reported as 


the worst rainstorm in 17 years. 
All 


railway communication except on the 
C., B. and N. from South Dubuque and 
the Southern Minnesota d^jiaion of the 
Milwaukee line has been Wit oft. Fifty 
families in North Lacrosse were com- 
pelled to desert their homes int boat*. 
Mu*i live stock was drowned. Nearly 
every bridge in the Lacrosse river val- 
ley is gone. There wHl be no mail trains 
on the Milwaukee, Chicago andl North- 
western or Burlington roadg to this city 
today.

It is al- 
leged the defendants conspired and in- 
duced Creede, who was mentally un- 
balanced to give them his stock free of 
charge. The beneficiary in the suit is 
his adopted daughter, four years of 
age.

How Great a Force Is Expanded 


on tbe Piano. 


The amount of power expended on 


.playing on a piano has recently been 
figured out in a way which, if not alto- 
gether accurate, is at least interesting. 
Commenting on the statement that it 
really requires more force to sound a 
note gently on' this instrument than it 
does t<5 lift th.eJlid'of a kettle, says "Wo- 
man's Lifer it Is' easy to verify it, If 
one takes a small; handful of coins and 
plies t&em/qit,a key of a piano. 


When a sufficient quantity is piled 


on to make a note sound, they may be 
.weighed, and'tbe figures will be found 
to be true. If the pianist is playing 
fortissimo, a much greater force Is 
needed. 
At times the force of six 


pounds is thrown'upon a, single key to 
produce a solitary effect. 


"With chords tHe force is generally 


spread over the ^various notes sounded 
simrultaneously, though a greater out- 
pot of. force is undoubtedly expended. 
Tnte is what gives pianists the won- 
dertnl strength in-their fingers that is 
often commented on. 


Cine of Chopin's'compositions has a 


passage which takes two minutes and 
Ive seconds to play. The total pres- 
iu*e brought" to bear oa this, it is es- 
timated, is equal"to three full tons.

The Cnrtona Proce»«lc$t That May Be 


Seen In Norway Forest*. 


In the deep pine forests of Norway 


the woodcutters sometimes find a ser- 
pentine object nearly 60 fe«t long 
crawling slowly over the ground. If 
they did not know that it •ras made 
up of millions of Uttle worms, they 
might be frightened by Its peculiar 
appearance. These worms, called the 
sciara, gather during July and August 
In large numbers preparatory 'to mi- 
grating In search of food or for change 
of condition, When setting out on 
tills journey, they stick themselves 
together and form a huge serpentlike 
mass, often reaching a length of be- 
between 40 and 60 feet and several 
inches in thickness. 


As the sciara Is only on an average 


about three thirty-seconds of an inch 
in length and barely wider than a fine 
needle, the. number required to com- 
pose a line of the size above men- 
tioned is enormous. 
Their pace is 


very sjow.vand upon meeting an ob- 
stacle, such -as a stick or stone, they 
will either writhe over or around it, 
sometimes breaking Into two bodies 
for this purpose. 


M, Guerin-MeneTllle, a celebrated 


French naturalist, says that If the rear 
portion of this wonderful snakelike 
procession 
be brought into contact 


with the front part and a sort of circle 
formed the insects will keep moving 
round and round in that circle for 
hours and hours without apparently 
noticing that they are not getting on 
la their journey. If the procession 
be broken in two, the portions will re- 
unite in a short time. 


The Norwegian peasants, when they 


meet one of these trains, will lay some 
article of their clothing, such as a belt 
or handkerchief", on the 
ground in 


front of it. If the procession passes 
over it, it is regarded as a good sign; 
but if it makes a way round, the re- 
verse is believed.—Chicago Record,

A BEE'S RESTLESS LIFE, 


It TUtlm Work When TbN« Days Old 


Mid Die* »t Forty-flv*. 


Q. W. Reynolds of Los Angeles, 


one of the oldest traveling men in the 
United States, hu » ranch of which ho 
enjoys telling even more than he does 
of tho experiences through which he 
has pa'ssed during his half century upon 
the road. The ranch is near San Diego, 
CaL Tho chief product is honey. This 
product is gained from two apiaries, 
which Mr. Reynolds visits every time 
his business permits him to go to south- 
ern California. 


"In my apiaries, which are cared for 


by my son," said he, "there are 140 
stand of beea The honey season lasts 
from April to July. Last season my 
bees yielded 40,000 pounds of honey, 
which sells in that country in bulk lota 
at 4 cents a pound. Two of the hives 
gave over 500 pounds each. For ten 
years I have been interested in bees in a 
small way, and I take greater interest 
in them every year. A hive or stand of 
bees is worth $3.50. In it are the queen, 
the drones and the workers, a total 
population of from 20,000 to 25,000 
bees. 


"This very -good sized colony," he 


continued, "resides in a hive or wooden 
box. 
IB. -the hive are a dozen frames 13 


by 7 inches. In these the bees make or 
deposit the honey, a foundation of wax 
having been first placed in each frame 
by the beekeeper, so that the bees may 
have something to build upon. The 
honey is taken out of the frames every 
other week during the honey season. 
While doing so there is little need of 
protecting the hands. The bees seem to 
be most inclined to sting one in the 
face. So, as a precaution, the man who 
is removing the honey from the .hives 
wears a straw hat, from the brim of 
which is hung a silt veil, like they have 
to do, up in the Klondike country to 
ward off the summer mosquitoes. 


"The queen is an absolute monarch 


within her dominions. She is the mi- 
disputed boffl of the job. An ordinary 
bee lives during the working season on- 
ly 45 days. Young ones are being hatch- 
ed out all the time. A bee goes to work 
at the tender age, of 8 days and hustles 
like a veteran for 42 days. Then it is 
just naturally all tired out, I suppose, 
for it dies. The queen lives longer, and 
when a young queen comes into exist- 
ence in the hive she drives the old 
queen out. Her loyal subjects follow 
her in her banishment, and that is what 
makes the swarm. 


"In southern California the bees make 


water white honey when the black sage 
is in blossom. When the white sage is 
flowering, the honey has an amber 
tinge. In winter the bees make no hon- 
ey. Seventy-five carloads of the article 
are shipped out of San Diego county in 
good years."—Denver Republican. 


GREATEST OF COLONIZERS. 


Much of the Earth Owes Its Settlement to 


the Finding -of Gold. 


It has been well said that gold is the 


greatest of colonizers, and this has prov- 
ed especially true in the last half of the 
present century. To what lone "regions 
the footsteps of man were attracted in 
the earliest times by the discovery of 
gold we may not know, but within the 
memory of living men great tegions of 
the earth's surface have owed their set- 
tlement and occupation solely to the 
finding by search, or accident of a few 
shining particles in the earth. 


California was a remote and outlying 


province of Mexico, inhabited by Indi- 
ans, gathered in missions or scattered 
abroad, and cattle 'barons and their de- 
pendents, visited by a few ships each 
year in search of a freight of hides, 
when the picking up of a few grains of 
gold in the banks of a mill race called 
the gold see&ers from the four quarters 
of the earth and transformed a wilder- 
ness into a populous empire. 


Australia was a corner of the earth 


selected on account of its remoteness 
from their former home as a place of 
banishment for British criminals when 
the gleam of gold illuminated it and 
filled the distant'harbors with sails and 
their shores with cities. 


South Africa might have remained 


forever a grassy waste, the home of sav- 
ages contending with the- Boers and the 
British for the possession of illimitable 
pastures, had not gold called the miner 
and those who follow him to build Jo- 
hannesburg.—Kansas .City Times;

Refrigerated Beef, Frciih Vegetable* 


anil Bread Delivered Daily to Our 
Men on. the FirlnK Line—Coolclnsc 
and Service of Rations Perfectly 
Satisfactory—Not a Meal Misted. 


The war department at Washington 


recently made public several reports 
from the Philippines relating to the 
subsistence supplies of the troopa..Cap- 
tain M. G. Krayenbuhl, brigade com- 
missary, says: "Tho ration has been 
perfectly satisfactory. No complaints 
have come to notice, either against 
quality or method of supply." 


Major Robert H. Fitzhugh, chief 


commissary of the Second division, re- 
ported that on the evening of Feb. 5, 
after hard fighting and a general ad- 
vance all along the division line, the 
troops had their enpper promptly at 
the regular hour, and during all of the 
subsequent movements, while the troops 
had been constantly confronting the 
enemy, either in line or in the trenches, 
the continuous supply of rations had 
been maintained without a break, and 
at all times a reserve of at least two 
days of travel ration had been kept on 
hand. 


"The most noticeable features of the 


supply," he says, "are the deliveries 
of fresh beef and vegetables. Refriger- 
ated beef from Australia and the United 
States, which would be called excellent 
in any United States market, is deliv- 
ered on the line, frozen, before 8 a. m., 
and officers and men assure me that it 
is perfectly good on the day following 
their receipt of it, although generally 
used as soon as received. Fresh pota- 
toes from the United States are issued, 
equal in quality to any found in the 
markets of our own country. 


"The cooking and service of the ra- 


tion are reported to be euch as to give 
general and entire satisfaction. Men in 
the trenches receive the kind of meats 
usually given in quarters, and to ad- 
vanced pickets at exposed points close 
to the enemy hot coffee and meats are 
carried. 


"The rations have been delivered, ac- 


cording to location, by casco, cart and 
rail, and due credit should be given for 
tbe great efficiency of the transporta- 
tion. Much of the service of distribu- 
tion has been necessarily rendered un- 
der fire, and the distributing points 
along the division front, including the 
reserve station and salesroom estab- 
lished by Captain Bootes at Caloocan, 
have at tinjes been practically on the 
firing line." 


Captain S. B. Bootes of the First bri- 


gade in his report says: 


"The troops comprising the brigade 


have been rationed with the greatest 
dispatch, and at no time has any organ- 
ization been forced to even wait for, 
ranch less miss, a meal. For the first 
day or two they had to subsist on tbe 
regular army travel ration, but with 
that exception they have been provided 
with the best of refrigerated beef, fresh 
vegetables and fresh bread as part of 
the regular ration. On the occasion of 
every advance the rations were not only 
delivered to the men on the firing line, 
but their meals were prepared and ready 
for them at meal hours. 


"In addition to the regular rations, 


each command of this brigade has a re- 
gerv of three days' emergency rations 
always loaded on carts, which can al- 
ways be moved rorward at a moment's 
notice. And in addition to the afore- 
said I have established at this point a 
sales depot, where all the luxuries kept 
by the department may be purchased 
ty officers and men. I also carry here 
about 8,000 travel rations, in case all 
other precautions that have been taken 
should fail."

AMERICAN TOOLS ABROAD. 


Purchasers Found For Them Nowadays 


Throughout the World. 


American tools are sold all over the 


world. The New York representative of 
an American tool manufacturing estab- 
lishment when asked where American 
tools were sent ran over the export or- 
ders received that day. They included 
orders from Hungary, Austria, Ger- 
many, France, England, South Africa 
and South America. There were alto- 
gether about 20 orders, and from some 
of the countries named there were two 
or three orders. The export orders of 
the previous day included orders from 
Russia, Australia and New Zealand, 
and these were not unusual orders, but 
such as are constantly received. In the 
shipping room at that moment stood 
cases marked for Java, for Ecuador and 
for Australia. 


Many of these orders are small. In 


some cases there were orders fora single 
tool, or for two or three; for some orders 
of half a dozen or two or three dozen to 
supply orders or to keep lines filled. 
These small orders are mostly from Eu- 
ropean countries, with which commu- 
nication is nowadays quick and conven- 
ient. European merchants order these 
things just about as merchants in other 
cities in this country would. It costs no 
more to send to London than it does to 
Chicago, and it is as easy to send to 
Berlin as it is to Paterson. 


The characteristics that commend 


these American tools to their foreign 
purchasers are the same that mark 
American machines and implements 
generally — lightness, fine finish and 
perfect adaptability to their several 
uses. The exports of American tools to 
all parts of the world are steadily in- 
creasing.—New York Sun.

Pro- 
fessor Dewey says of present day meth- 
ods, 
"They succeed in crushing out all 


spontaneous interest in the subject it- 
self even if they do not all but destroy a 
capacity for it." 


It is this spontaneous interest that 


must be awakened and kept alive, Tbe 
teacher must be spontaneous, enthu- 
siastic, very much alive. Such a teacher 
never uses a textbook during a recita- 
tion, is ready and apt in his illustra- 
tions, pleasing in manner of presenta- 
tion, able to present the same thing in 
different ways, never resorts to sarcasm 
as a means of correotion or to cover up 
his own lack of information, gets his 
class where the members are not afraid 
to try, sits little during recitation, pos- 
sibly not at all, censures sparingly, 
praises much. But this kind of teach- 
ing takes time for careful preparation, 
and much hard work is required.— 
Journal of Pedagogy.

IASTOR 
PROPERTY IN NEW 
YORK 


WORTH NEARLY £200,000,000. 


Aluminium Wire. 


Aluminium wire ia made, of various 


sizes and used for a variety of purposes. 
Among its newer uses is tha manufac- 
ture of door and window screens. When 
exposed to the weather, such screens do 
not rust Aluminium wire ia used in 
tho manufacture of hairpins. In a few 
cases in this city aluminium wire has 
been sold to be pnt up on roofs for use 
as clotheslines. The wire sold for this 
purpose was No. 6 gauge, which costs 
60 cents a pound, and 1,000 feet of 
which weighs 24 pounds. 


Aluminium pigs sell now at about 43 


cents a pound, which is about half the 
price of a year ago. The sale of manu- 
factured articles of aluminium is all the 
time increasing and things in great va- 
riety are made from it—New York Son.

There It vo Sentiment In the Mamise- 


' meat of Tlite Vast Property—Tenants 


Stunt Face the Music—Not Very Tro- 


| gresslve and Walt For Others to Lead. 


We are all inclined to regard tho 


great American' landlord with disfavor, 
flo is associated in our minds with tbo 
(idea of high rents, demanded the instant 
they are due, with unfulfilled promise.; 
as to rer-urs and little improvements 
that would add so much to c.ur comfort 
and with many other small nuuoyances 
that m,ako him the inau terrible, tho 
ir>tm unfaithful, the man hostile. 


Through the obscurity cf these preju- 


dices it is doubtful if many of its seo 
him clearly or judge him fairly. Ac- 
cording as we are near moving day or 
not and as wo secure repairs wo are apt 
to regard him as a very disagreeable 
person, indeed, with few of tho higher 
human attributes or else the reverse, 
and in tho meantime we pay rent and 
tolerate him because he continues to ex- 
ist and the law protects him. 


Perhaps the best example of the 


'American landlord is Astor, or rather 
the Asjors. The interests of this famous 
New York family are so numerous and 
so extensive, so widely distributed and 
so varied in character, that as landlords 
they hold sway over all classes of so- 
ciety, occupying every kind of struc- 
ture. Then, too, the Astors are typical in 
that no sentiment enters into the man- 
agement of their properties, and, afber 
all, this is true of the management of 
most real estate in this city. 


> As landlords the Astors demand the 
market rate for rents, and they demand 
it the first of every month or quarter, 
as the case may be. Sooner than make 
material concessions in tho amount to 
be paid on a lease the Astors will allow 
a house to remain vacant, not one sea- 
son or year only, but two, three or 
more years, and if then a good tenant 
is not at band tho building will be al- 
tered, provided the condition of the 
neighborhood requires it. It is appar- 
ent, therefore, that the Astors get the 
figures they ask. These are not the high- 
est paid, for the estates take no risks, 
but they are well up to the average. 


No one possibly requires more assur- 


ance of responsibility "in tenants than 
the Astors. References as to character 
and financial standing must be forth- 
coming if yon would be an Astor tenant, 
and they must be more than paper ref- 
erences, for they will be investigated 
carefully. If you are unknown or can- 
not show who you are and what yon 
have got, and that you are fairly cer- 
tain of being able to meet the rent for 
the term of the lease, do not try to rent 
an Astor house. Yon will be refused. 


As a matter of fact, the Astor rent 


rolls, if one could secure copies of them, 
would be an excellent commercial di- 
rectory, far more- reliable within the 
limited sphere, perhaps, than anything 
ever attempted in this city. Ninety-five 
per cent of the persons whose names are 
on them pay th^rent they agreed to pay 
on the first of every month. Those on 
the rolls who do not disappear when 
their leases are up or before if possible. 
The Astors are not bard landlords, but 
they are vcay businesslike, and the dis- 
possess proceeding is resorted to when- 
ever occasion demands. 


Though of Dutch stock the Astors 


have no feeling of friendliness for the 
liquor traffic. The saloon keeper is not 
wanted, even at the high rates he offers, 
and neither is any other sort of tenant 
who is likely to clash with the police. 
From time to time, of course, persons 
not in favor'with the authorities creep 
into Astor properties, but when discov- 
ered _they are ousted as quickly and as 
quietly as possible. ,-' 


I '80 far as improvements go, the estates 
ara behind many of the other large 
landlords and a host of the smaller ones. 
Up to a very recent period the manage- 
ment of the family possessions was ex- 
ceedingly unprogressive, and it is hard- 
ly up to what might be expected of it 
yet. Jt is urged in defense of this -policy 
that various sections of the city in 
which Astor holdings are large are at 
present undergoing a change and that 
alterations appropriate in character will 
be made later. That is the trouble with 
the Astors. They are always backward 
in aiding a change. Their conservatism 
holds them in check, while smaller and 
weaker men • take the • risk, and often 
they stand in the way of progress by 
presenting immense blocks of property 
'directly in the lino of great improve- 
ments. If changes are effected all around 
'them, they will alter also, but they are 
always tbe last-to do so. 


i In the matter of individual repairs, 
decorations and the like they are not 
liberal, but they have the reputation of 
duing what they promise. Usually resi- 
liences are put in order before the new 
tenant goes in, and then the occupant 
has got to be very careful. It is not ex- 
pected by-tSe estates that much money 
will be spent upon the house except at 
long intervals. 


j The Astors hold few tenements and 
fiats directly, though they own the 
ground upon which hundreds of sncn 
'structures stand. This kind of building 
Is not popular with either branch of 
'the family; and, they only have to do 
with it so far 'as receiving leasehold 
'rents are concerned. Dwellings in great 
number and comprising all kinds, from 
one bringing in hundreds, yearly to one 
yielding thousands, and'business and 
office buildings and hotels are chiefly 
jtho income producers aside from the 
leasehold properties. 
I How much those rents amount to per- 
haps only4he". Astors. can tell, but the 
real estate of' tbe two branches of the 
'family'is worth nearly $200,000,000, 
[according to .a" conservative estimate, 
land most of it ia rented. If it averaged 
|5 per cent, the yield wonld be $9,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000 a year, to be divided 
between two men.—New York Herald.

(THE jttUBlMGJtt OF GENERAL MTNA. 


'A. strange and rather startling piece 


of information comes from the Philip- 
pines today. If it is true it is quite 
illuminating. The news is that General 
Luna and one of hia aids were mur- 
dered at 
Aguinaldo's headquarters, 


June 8, by Agutealdo'3 eruard. Many 
stories have come from Manila respect- 
ing the relations of Aguinaldo and 
Luna. They did not leave the impres- 
sion that these relations were very ami- 
cable. It has been understood that 
General Luna was dividing dictatorial 
power with Aguinaldo and that Luna 
was not favorable to peace negotiations, 
though these negotiations were opened 
in his name. However, there has been 
evidence of rivalry between, the men. 
If it is true that Luna was killed at the 
very headquarters of Aguinaldo it will 
be difficult to believe that Aguinaldo 
was not in some way an accessory to 
the deed. Luna must have been well 
known to Aguinaldo's men, and there 
is slight probability of his death having 
been a result of ignorance on the part 
of Aguinaldo's guard. It is much more 
likely that if it was not premeditated it 
•was the result of a strong antagonistic 
teeling, and probably no one in Aguin- 
aldo's camp will lose his head for hav- 
ing run Luna, through. We may learn 
that there Is worse disagreement be- 
'tween the Filipino leaders than we have 
supposed. And it may be that the death 
lof Luna had something to do with 
'Aguinaldo's proclaiming himself dicta- 
tor. The evidence inclines to prove that 
lAgwinaldo is making himself absolute, 
whether for fight or for surrender.

MAYOR'S ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Speaks of Nine-Hour Day in City 


Paving. Reports of President and 


Treasurer Occupy Most of 


Morning Session, 


The fifth annual convention of the 


New England Typographical union 
opened its session in this city this 
morning. During its sessions today 
and tomorrow all the business of the 
New England union printers for the 
year will be transacted, including dis- 
cussion of a good many matters of in- 
terest to others outside of the craft, 
such as the nine-hour day in the 
printing trade. 
The feature of the 


morning's session was the address of 
welcome to the delegates by Mayor H. 
T. Cady, in which he spoke especially 
of the nine-hour day on city work, and 
the repuns of the president and sec- 
retary-treasurer. 


There were 28 delegates from out of 


the city present, as recorded by the 
credentials. 
They began to arrive 


early last evening, and made their 
headquarters at the Richmond house, 
where most of them are staying. They 
were met last evening by local mem- 
bers of the Typographical union, whose 
griests they are during their stay here. 


The meetings arc held in Foresters' 


hall in the P. M. T. A. buildin?, and 
the opening session was called to- order 
by President Silas "W. Gamble of Bos- 
ton at 10.13 this morning. "W. P. Mc- 
Donald of this city, one of the local 
delegates 
to 
tho cosn^ention, wel- 


comed it to the city in a few words, 
and then introduced Mayor Cady, who 
made the formal address of welcome on 
the part of the city. 


Mayor Cady welcomed them here, 


and gave them the freedom of the city, 
saying as he did so that loeal people 
thought they had a flourishing little 
city to which- they were glad to wel- 
come all. 


He then spoke of the nine-hour day, 


in which the union is particularly in- 
terested this year, as a 
shorter 


day went into force in the printing busi- 
ness throughout the country last fall. 
Mayor Cady said he had always been a 
firm believer in a shorter work day, and 
since he had been mayor had had the 
pleasure of seeing the nine-hour day 
introduced for 95 per cent, of the city 
laborers, and this year had had, it in- 
troduced in the paving work for those 
who are working lor the city through 
a contractor. He had figures to show 
that the nine-hour day did not increase 
the cost of work, but rather diminished 
it, or was accompanied by a decrease 
in price. This is seen in the paving 
sfigures of North Adams for the last 
three years. In 1897 for Syracuse brick 
the city paid $2.34 a square yard; in 
1898 for the same brick $2.14% a yard; 
and in 1899 for the same brick $2.05 a 
yard, while Porter block was only $2.04 
or just 20 cents a, square yard less than 
in 1897, although this year the work- 
day for the laborers will only be nine 
hours. 


At the conclusion, of his remarks, 


which interested the delegates greatly, 
thanks were extended to the mayor. 
The regular business of the convention 
was then taken up.

The annual address of the president 


was then- given by Mr. Gamble. This 
was very largely devoted to the subject 
of the relations of the International 
typographical union to the New Eng- 
land union. The international unioti 
put itself on record through Us officers 
as holding that the district unions were 
of little good and were the cause of 
manly netedless compllcaft,iqn,s. 
This, 


Mr. Gamble said, was shown to be en- 
tirely unfounded by the record of the 
New England union, which was a suf- 
ficient answer to tho statement. The 


6 address then mentioned .toe work 


had been done during the year In or- 
ganizing. 


The report of tho secretary-treasurer, 


John P. Duggan of Worcester, followed. 
This, in brief, showed the following 
facts: Total receipts during the- year, 
$1468.54; total expenses, $669.54; cash on 
deposit in Worcester bank $810.44. Dur- 
ing tho year eight unions have become 
afiiUnted, and tw.o have withdrawn. 
The- resolutions of the I. T. U., spoken 
of In the president's address, on the dis>- 
trict imiojis, asking for their charters 
to be returned, was given, and also the 
later communication saying that the I. 
T. U. did not wish to disband the N. E. 
,T. U. The present membership of the 
N. E. T. U. consists of 28 union, of 
which 20 are typographical unions, five 
are pressmen's union, with one each of 
mailers', stereotypers* and typefound- 
ers' unions. The reports spoke of the 
progress in the shorter work day and 
incorporated a number of resolutions. 


T'ntior the head of recommenda- 


tions Mr. Duggan urged the paying of 
more attention this year to increasing 
the membership of the book and job 
printers in order that the shorter work 
day might be made more effective, and 
ignoring for the present any desired 
increase in the number of unions. The 
report closed by saying that Mr. Dug- 
gan is not a candidate for re-election, 
he having held office since 1892 with the 
exception of one year. 


Encouraging reports from, the fol- 


lowing organizers were then made: 
Organizer Washburn for Connecticut, 
Organizer John H. Whittan for Rhode 
Island, Organizer Smith for Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. Second 
Vice-President Coop also made 
a 


special report of the work in Massa- 
chusetts. 


The morning session adjourned soon 


after 
12 o'clock, and the afternoon 


session was called at 2 o'clock. This 
afternoon the business included the jn- 
trcduct'on of some of the resolutions 
that TV-ill be discussed.

MACADAM ON ASHLAND 
STREET 


That From State Street Will be Used 


on Ashland. 


One of the incidental benefits from 


this year's street paving- will be the per- 
manent improvement of Ashland street, 
work on this having already begun. 
The macadam from State street, which 
will bs removed to make way for the 
paving, will be put on Ashland street, 
beginning at Summer, and extending 
down probably to the foot of the slight 
hill below Chestnut street. The mac- 
adam will be laid and rolled, with per- 
haps a new top dressing, making it an 
excellent highway which with the traffic 
there is over the street should last for a 
good many years. 


This work will probably be completed 


soon after the actual laying of the 
pavement on State street is begun, as 
the macadam will all have to bo re- 
moved first. The gravel that is taken 
from Ashland stret and from. Union 
street will be taken to Porter street, 
which is to be improved this year, do- 
ing much of this work at a small ex- 
pense comparatively.

A well attended meeting of tne

day, and the employment of members 
of the local union.

held to morrow evening, when it is ex- 
pected that the report will bei con> 
plete. 


Tha union expects that there will be 


W> apposition, and that the schedule 
will go into effect July 1. The wages 
provided are the same as at present for 
the 10 hour day, but the union pro- 
vides no set schedule.

ILY skin :s hereditary and -asu- 
ally thick and heavy and should 
be treated with great care, as 


it is in a measure a disease. If the 
Pores be kept well opened and the 
skin clean, one need not fear unpleas- 
ant effects. The difficulty in the case 
of most women who have oily skins is 
that they do not take proper precau- 
tions to keep them clean, and the 
pores become clogged with impurities. 
Redness, which usually accompanies 
an oily skin, is the result of the poi- 
sons from the blood entering the se- 
baceous glands and diffusing them- 
selves with the oil. 


A woman recently came to me lor 


advice whose oil ducts were so en- 
larged that at times the oil would 
stand on her face in drops, and when- 
ever powder was applied it formed a. 
paste. I suggested a mode of treat- 
ment which effected a complete cure. 
I said: 


"Every night you must wash your 


face in lukewarm water, using a pure 
olive oil soap, then bathe the face 
thoroughly for ten minutes with a lo- 
tion made of a pint of distilled water 
as hot as the face can bear, into which 
is put a dram of concentrated am- 
monia. 
Thoroughly rinse the face 


with very cold water, afterward ap- 
plying the following with a fine 
sponge, bathing the face and allowing 
it to remain during the hours of re- 
pose: 


"A dram of boracic acid and an 


flunce of powdered alum, to be dis- 
solved in a pint of boiling distilled 
water, allowing it to cool before us- 
ing." 


The scheme of this treatment is that 


the hot ammonia lotion extracts the 
excess of oil from the skin, the cold 
douche stimulates the nerves of the 
ducts, and the boracic acid and alurn 
lotion is an astringent to contract the 
ducts and sebaceous glands. 


Besides this, a warm soap bath 


should be taken every day, as soap 
dissolves oil. Plenty of exercise in the 
open air is most beneficial, as it has a 
tendency to relieve the oil ducts of the 
face. Care should be taken not to be- 
come overheated when exercising, as 
the oil is thus made to flow too freely. 


The question of diet is also an im- 


portant one. Lean roasted or broiled 
meats and Sowl should be eaten, but 
no pork or greasy foods of any kind. 
Raw oysters, boiled fish and vegeta- 
bles in season are allowable. Grape 
fruit, oranges, grapes, stewed prunes 
and baked apples are all,very whole- 
some. Fried meats, pastry and sweets 
should be avoided. Stimulants and 
narcotics like coffee affect the liver 
(which is generally torpid with an 
oily skin), and they should be ab- 
stained from. 


For a skin which is not excessively 


oily a saturated solution of borax ap- 
plied with a fine sponge is recom-

mended. The sebaceous glands could 
.not be wholly dispensed with, as they 
are necessary to keep the skin soft 
and pliable, and nature has placed 
them there to oil the skin. The mat- 
ter that the oil glands secretes is 
called sebaceous matter. 


After the oily skin has been correct- 


ed a good retiring cream and a pure 
soap should be used on the face regu- 
larly, together with an astringent lo- 
tion, in order to prevent a recurrence 
of the condition. A woman having a 
particularly oily skin should be care- 
ful to take frequent bath^

ing of an art or profession. Some of 
these apartments are very expensive, 
and others are very cheap and demo- 
cratic 
4. A woman writer who spent two 


months in one of these buildings said 
she changed her lodgings because, al- 
though she hoped she was not exclusive 
and aristocratic in her tastes, she ob- 
jected to the neighborly freedom of the 
colonies of roaches that were her fellow 
lodgers under that roof. Besides, she 
averred that the lodgers were allowed 
to keep pets, and the parrot of the ac- 
tress across the way, the pug clog ot 
the singer next door,"the Angora cat of 
the artist below and the janitor's pet 
hen (he resided on the top floor) had a 
way of holding a rendezvous about the 
time she had captured an inspiration 
for her stories and were the cause of 
materially decreasing her income. 


Things are not very much better even 


in the high priced studio buildings. In 
one of the most expensive of these in 
New York—wher'e the cheapest studios 
are $600 a year, little cubby holes like 
hall bedrooms—the careful supervision 
that the announcements speak of so 
earnestly is not in force.- A good many 
inconveniences are to be encountered. 
Not the least of these are experiences 
similar to those of a recent lodger upon 
the top floor, who, with her neighbor, a 
woman musician, was wrought to a 
high pitch of indignation. It was be- 
cause the owner of a suit of studios at 
the end of the hall had a habit of giving 
midnight parties, and liis friends, in the 
contemplation of his glowing sunsets or 
the cases of champagne that were al- 
ways smuggled up stairs on the evening 
of the festivities, grew hilariously hap- 
py and noisy. Moreover, on the way 
home the departing guests would play 
golf with the empty milk bottles placed 
outside studio doors by the women 
lodgers for the attention of the early 
milkman. Complaints to the manage- 
ment received promises of investigation, 
but as the artist was a famous man, 
occupied expensive apartments 
and 


paid promptly he was left unmolested 
to h'is recreations, while the women who 
paid small rents and objected to meet- 
ing his associates moved away. 


Many women who are wage earners 


try to solve the problem of obtaining a 
home by renting a house or apartments 
in some good-neighborhood and testing 
the merits of co-operative housekeeping, 
but women who are compelled to do a 
man's work in the city all day are phys- 
ically or mentally unable to supplement 
it by doing woman's work at home in 
the evening. 


A great many people in New York city 


have commented upon the discomforts 
which confront the single woman who 
wants apartments pleasant, respectable 
and reasonable in price. Women Who 
are strangers in New York, arriving in 
the city without having previously en- 
gaged lodgings, cannot obtain them 
anywhere in a respectable hotel if they 
apply alone after 6 o'clock. Fortunate- 
ly for the honor of America, New York 
city is the only one in America where 
such a disgraceful state of affairs ex- 
ists. It is a practical assertion on the 
part of New York hotel and lodging 
house keepers to every applicant for 
lodgings that he does not consider her a 
respectable person. The best restau- 
rants, too, are closed to woman after 6 
o'clock provided she is unescorted by a 
man, while the most notorious woman 
in the city is received if so accompa- 
nied. 


In New York city there are every year 


about 2,000 women art students. There 
are at least 2,000 music students. In 
New York and Brooklyn are about 5,000 
trained nurses. 
Besides these there 


are at least 10,000 women artists, musi- 
cians, journalists, teachers, physicians 
and other professional women. 
The 


Young Women's Christian association 
receives 10,000 requests yearly for quar- 
ters from such women. 


The Rev. W. H. P. Faunce, the lead- 


ing Baptist clergyman of New York, 
says: "One of the most puzzling prob- 
lems is constantly presented to me in 
the application of earnest, self respect- 
ing young women for information in re- 
gard to some place where they can 
make a home while studying or working 
in New York city. I can refer young 
men to 20 places; for young women I 
know of only one or two places." 


The Rev. Henry Van Dyke, the Rev. 


David H. Greer, Rev. W. S. Rainsford 
and Dr. Parkhurst all indorse the plan 
of building an apartment house espe- 
cially for women. The Woman's Hotel 
company requires a capital of $400,005 
to put up the building, after which it is 
estimated that it can be run at an an- 
nual expenditure of $174,701, accommo- 
dating 506 guests. The hotel or apart- 
ment building will not only give board 
and lodging to women, but will rent 
apartments without board. The mini- 
mum cost for lodging, it is thought, 
will be about $3 a week. The location, 
it is expected, will be somewhere near 
Fourteenth street. The capital to build 
the hotel is being acquired by subscrip- 
tion, shares selling for $100 each. John 
D. Rockefeller has subscribed for $30,- 
000 and other prominent persons in pro- 
portion. Any one may become a sub- 
scriber, and it is hoped that the hotel 
will pay a reasonable dividend, for the 
income from the hotel is expected to be 
about $259,237 a year. . 


It"was hoped that work rould begin 


this spring, but the subscriptions have 
been slower than was expected. The 
committee in charge of the preliminary 
business of the Woman's hotel consists 
of Herbert B. Turner, Charles F. Cox, 
Charles S. Fairchild and ,T. Kennedy 
Tod, with Charles D'. Kellogg as secre- 
tary. The women's advisory committee 
includes Miss Grace Dodge, Miss Vir- 
ginia Potter, Mrs. Richard Irvin, Mrs. 
W. W. Newell and Mrs. Lucien C. War- 
ner.

THE ORIGIN 
•;. 


OF THIMBLES. 


ihe first thimble seen in England was 


made in London less than 200 years ago 
by a metal worker named John Lofting. 
He acquired a large fortune and great 
fame in the manufacture of the new ac- 
cessory to the needle worker's art. The* 
implement was at first called a thumb 
bell, and was worn on the thumb. Loft- 
ing's thimbles were made of either iron 
or brass, and specimens or them are "ex- 
tant, many of which are preserved as 
heirlooms. 
Gold, silver, iron, ivory, 


steel, pearl, celluloid and sometimes 
$ass are utilized in making thimbles 
nowadays. 


In China the ladies of high class use 


very dainty thimbles. Some are carved 
from enormous pearls, with bands of 
fine gold, on which are engraved all 
sorts of fantastic things, the etchings 
of which serve for catching the needle, 
as the holes of tht> outside barbarian 
thimbles do. The thimble always has a 
mother of pearl case. With the thimble 
the Chinese lady always has a delicate 
pair of scissors of the finest steel, in a 
sheath of pearl, and a pearl needle case. 
The articles are all inclosed in an ex- 
quisitely inlaid case of the purest moth- 
er of pearl. 


The manufacture of thimbles Is slm« 


pie1 enough. Dies of the different sizes 
are used, into which the metal, whether 
gold, fiilver or steel, is pressed. Tha 
semiperforations, finishing and polish- 
ing or tempering, are done afterward* 
Celluloid is molded. The best thimbles 
are said to be made in France. 


The queen of Siam has a thimbla 


which was a present from her royal 
husband. It is made of gold, in tha 
form of a lotus bud—the lotus being tha 
royal flower—and is thickly studded 
with diamonds so arranged as to form 
her name and the date of her marriage. 
This gift was equal to an order that tha 
ladies of Siam should use thimbles, 
they have used them ever since. 


FORTY COUKT DRESSMAKERS. 
Twelve dressmakers are kept con« 


stantly employed in the empress of Ger- 
many's, tailoring' department, as it 13 
called, under the superintendence of a 
lady of the court. The staff is increas- 
ed to the number of 40 at certa.in sea- 
sons—when court festivities are going 
on or the empress is making prepara- 
tions for a journey. At court festivals 
her majesty appears decked In bril- 
liants worth millions. Only a oompar- 
atively small portion of these pTecioua 
jewels are her own property. Tha 
largest and most valuable portion ara 
loaned by the Prussian crown treasury, 
and are returned in the event of, her 
majesty becoming a widow or on her; 
death. ' 


On the death of the venerable Em« 


press Augusta the present empress in- 
herited by will several magnificent sets 
of pearls and diamonds to her pleasur- 
able surprise, for the belief prevailed at 
court that the late empress would dis- 
pose otherwise of her jewels. Empress 
Augusta Victoria's collection of fans, 
several of which were given har by hen 
imperial spouse, "is of great value. Tha 
fan of black woodcock feathers is the 
one she prizes most highly, as it sis 
made from the feathers o£ birds shot by) 
his majesty himself. 


MARRIAGEABLE AGES. 


In Germany the man must be at least 


IS years of age. 


In Portugal a. boy of 14 is considered 


marriageable and a woman of 12. 


In Greece the man must have seett 


at least 14 summers and the woman 12. 


In B'rance the man must be 18 and tha 


woman 16; in Belgium, the same ages. 


In Spain the intended husband must 


have passed his fourteenth year and tha 
woman her twelfth. 


In Switzerland men from the age of 


14 and women from the age of 12 are al- 
lowed to marry. 


In Austria a "man" and a "woman'1 


are supposed to be capable of conduct- 
ing a home of their own at the age of 
14. 


In Turkey any youth and maiden who 


can walk properly and can understand 
the necessary religious service are al< 
lowed to be united for life. 


In Hungary, for Roman Catholics, th* 


man must be 14 years old and the wo- 
man 12; for Protestants, the man must 
be 18 and the woman 15.

WORK OF UNKNOWN MURDERER 


Report ot Inquest on Murder of Isaac 


Stetson. 


The report of Special Justice Welling- 


ton of Pittsfleld on the murder of 
Isaac Stetson was filed in the clerk of 
court's office yesterday. He finds that 
Stetson came to his death in the town 
of Dalton, on the mountain between 
Dalton village and Cheshire, four or 
five miles from Dalton Center, and 
one-eighth of a mile from his dwelling-, 
on a wood road about three rods from 
a spring of water, - between Sunday 
morning:, October 23, and Monday eve- 
ning, October 24, 189S, by means of a 
32-ciliber bullet entering the bark part 
of his skull and fired by some person 
unknown from some kind of a firearm 
unknown. 


The evidence disclosed that Stetson 


was an unmarried man 58 years of age, 
living alone on his mountain farm, his 
nearest neighbors living about one mile 
distant. He was possessed of about 
$3000 in money, deposited in savings 
banks, the farm upon which he Ij^erl 
and two tenement houses in Dalton, 
which were rented. The only article 
belonging to Rtetson proved as missing 
was his old-fashioned leather pocket- 
book, contents unknown. When found 
dead on the 28th day of October, 1808, a 
basket partially filled with apples was 
found near the body, with some apples 
on the ground. 


James Carlin testified he saw Stet- 


son in Cheshire near 
Mr. Cronin's 


house Saturday, October 22, 1898 (lat- 
ter part of afternoon), on his way 
home with a new pair of boots hanging: 
over his shoulder. This is the latest 
time the evidence disclosed Stetson was 
seen alive. The written evidence of 
the stenographer, making 
some 50 


pages, is filed with the report, and is 
substantially as was given in this 
paper at the time.

on the tup of the mountain, but while 
everybody believes such a house, prop- 
erly managed, would pay, the man or 
men to take hold of such an enterprise 
have not yet come to tho front. It is 
reasonable, however, to believe that the 
time w ill come when a suitable hotel 
will adorn that lofty peak, unless the 
transfer of the mountain to the state 
shall raise conditions antagonistic to 
private enterprise in that direction, 
which it is to be hoped will not be the 
cass. In the meantime there is an open- 
ing for the present season, to the right 
man who wants to try his hand at 
furnishing "entertainment for man and 
beast," a little nearer heaven than any 
other place in Massachusetts.
